WASHINGTON! President Bush hopes to calm 
anxieties about rising casualties and spreading 
violence in Iraq by promising to cede political 
power to an interim government of Iraqis on 
June 30, which the president insists will put 
that country firmly on a path to democracy. 

In a Monday night speech, Bush will lay out 
details of the transfer at a time when his approv- 
al ratings are at the lowest level of his presidency 
and just six months before he faces the verdict 
of American voters on a second term. 

In the speech at the Army War College 
in Pennsylvania, Bush will describe “what 


steps we are taking and how we intend to 
get there to 2005 and the elections” in Iraq, 
White House spokeswoman Suzy DeFrancis 
said. It is the first in a series of speeches in 
which Bush will detail the transfer of politi- 
cal control in Iraq. 

The handover will be center stage against 
a backdrop of bad news for the president. A 
recent poll by the Gallup organization showed 
the president’s approval rating at 46 percent. 
All surveys show him in a tight race with Sen. 


John Kerry, the presumptive Democratic can- 
didate for president. A week ago, Newsweek’s 
poll rated Bush’s job approval at 42 percent, 
the lowest of his presidency. Public opinion 
specialists have attributed the plummet to 
frustrations over Iraq. 

The administration already has decided on 
the central theme of the president’s speeches, 
which will declare that the June 30 hando- 
ver will be substantive. Some critics question 
whether that’s possible, noting the failure to 
have named an interim government this close

Military denies report 
commander in Iraq 
knew of interrogations 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The U.S. mili- 
tary command on Sunday denied 
a report that the top U.S. general 
in Iraq was present during some 
interrogations at the Abu Ghraib 
prison and witnessed some abuse 
of Iraqi inmates.

“Chip” Frederick II, one of seven 
members of the 372nd Military 
Police Company facing crimi- 
nal charges for abusing Iraqi 
inmates. Reese is the company 
commander. 

“There was a news report pub- 
lished May 23, 2004, which suggests 
that Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez, com- 
mander of Multinational Forces- 
Iraq was aware of, and in some 
instances, present at Abu Ghraib 
while detainee abuse was occur- 
ring,” the U.S. military said in a 
statement. “This report is false.” 

The scandal received world-

Journalists are grow- 
ing more concerned that bottom- 
line financial pressures are “seri- 
ously hurting” the quality of news 
coverage, according to a survey 
taken at a time when news orga- 
nizations face increased competi- 
tion for readers and viewers. 

A majority of U.S. national and 
local journalists say they think 
financial pressures are hurting 
coverage, said the survey released 


Sunday by the Pew Research Center 
for the People & the Press. 

The number of national journal- 
ists who think bottom-line finan- 
cial pressures are hurting coverage 
was 66 percent this year, compared 
with about 40 percent in a Pew sur- 
vey from 1995. 

Just under six in 10 local journal- 
ists were more worried about finan- 
cial pressures hurting quality, com- 
pared with one-third in 1995. 


More than half of the executives 
at national news organizations 
said increased business pressures 
are “just changing the way news 
organizations do things.” 

About half of those whom Pew 
surveyed from newspapers and 
magazines said they have seen 
reductions in the size of their news- 
room staff in the past three years.

Years of drought make 
the West vulnerable 
to fires, experts say 

YA K l M A, WAS H . I Months ago, nation- 
al fire managers predicted the 2004 
wildfire season would be a bad one 
in the West. Now, they’re changing 
their forecast: It’s going to be worse. 

With unseasonably warm tem- 
peratures in March and April, the 
potential loss of heavy air tankers 
for safety reasons and a years -long 
drought continuing, Western states 
and the federal government are fac- 
ing the possibility of another dev- 
astating fire season. 

Years of drought have left states 
across the West vulnerable to 
extreme fire conditions. The greatest 
threat lies in the Pacific Northwest, 
the Northern Rockies of Idaho 


and Montana, and the Southwest, 
including Southern California, 
where conditions are the driest. 

The Northwest had escaped 
the early dire predictions thanks 
to snow blanketing the Cascades. 
But it now faces dangerous condi- 
tions following a warm spring that 
melted the snowpack a month ear- 
lier than usual. 

In Washington, the state 
Department of Natural Resources 
already has fought 70 small fires 
this year, up from the usual 20, and 
forests are as dry as they typically 
are in late July or early August. 

Early fires already are scorch- 
ing Southern California, where 
fire danger usually is highest in 
the fall when Santa Ana winds blow 
through. Last year, raging wildfires 
in Southern California killed more 
than 20 people, shannon dininny (ap)

ROISSY, FRANCE I The vaulted roof of 
the new, showcase terminal at Paris’ 
Charles de Gaulle airport — touted 
as a jewel of design, safety and com- 
fort — collapsed early Sunday, kill- 
ing at least five people and forcing 
authorities to revisit problems that 
preceded the fanfare opening of 
Terminal 2E less than a year ago. 

There were some cracking 
sounds and some dust, and then 
tons of concrete, steel and glass 
came crashing down on a waiting 
area inside the gleaming terminal. 
The 9 8 -foot section of roof fell just 
before 7 a.m. as passengers were 
starting to arrive. 

Officials said there was no sign 
a terror attack caused the collapse. 
Of those confirmed dead, one was 
Chinese and the other four also were 


apparently foreigners, said Michel 
Clerel, chief doctor of Aeroports 
de Paris, which runs the airport. 
Officials said there might also be a 
sixth person killed, and that the vic- 
tims were probably passengers. 

The terminal, a tunnel- shaped 
construction that is hundreds of 


yards long, was evacuated and 
immediately shut down, delay- 
ing scores of flights. The terminal 
mainly serves Air France. 

President Jacques Chirac asked 
that investigators quickly determine 
the cause of the collapse. Two sepa- 
rate probes were opened, (ap) 


TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran and an embat- 
tled Iraqi politician on Sunday denied 
accusations that classified U.S. intel- 
ligence material had passed between 
them, though Tehran acknowledged 
it has a “permanent dialogue” with 
Ahmad Chalabi. 

Chalabi, once thought by the 
Pentagon to be a possible succes- 
sor to Saddam Hussein, has fallen 
out of favor with the United States, 
which has accused him of giving sen- 
sitive information to Iran about the 
U.S. occupation of Iraq. Iraqi police 
— backed by U.S. soldiers — raided 
his home and offices Thursday. 

“We had continuous and perma- 
nent dialogue with Chalabi,” said 
Hamid Reza Asefi, a spokesman 
for Iran’s Foreign Ministry. “But 


spying charges are unfounded 
and baseless.” 

On ABC’s “This Week,” Chalabi 
denied spying for Iran and accused 
CIA director George Tenet of being 
behind the accusations. He said 
Congress should investigate the 
charges. A CIA spokeswoman 
declined to comment on Chalabi ’s

JERUSALEM I Causing an uproar,

On Riders’ Ability 
To Buy Bus Tokens

will be capped at 20 tokens, or two 
bags, per transaction, Metro said.

Metro is considering a five -cent 
fare increase on buses that would 
go into effect June 28, the week 
that Metro begins a new fiscal 
year. Without the limit, the transit

Metro adds supplies 
to rail cars in case the 
lights suddenly go out 

WASHINGTON! Most of Metro’s rail 
cars have been outfitted with emer- 
gency supplies to aid an evacuation 
should the lights go out. 

About 80 percent of the transit 
authority’s 950 rail cars now have 
the bags of equipment, said Fred 
Goodine, Metro’s top safety official. 
Each bag, kept in a concealed area 
available only to train operators, has 
a safety vest, flashlight and glow 
sticks. Half will have bullhorns, as 
well, Metro officials said. 

In an evacuation, train operators 
would pick passengers to help illu- 
minate a train or tunnel and shep- 
herd other riders, said Goodine. 

Work to upgrade the rest of the 


rail car fleet is ongoing, he said. 

In an outage, trains would not 
be able to move and neither would 
most escalators and elevators, offi- 
cials said last year after the nation’s 
largest blackout, which didn’t affect 
Metro. Batteries on 
trains would power 
emergency lights 
and communica- 
tions for about two 
hours. Stations, tun- 
nels and parking 
garages would have 
three to six hours of emergency bat- 
tery power. Elevators would have up 
to eight hours of lighting, ventilation 
and communications. 

Backup generators at 15 stations 
would add to that amount, and 15 
mobile generators could be moved 
to stations as needed, officials said.

Q Has Metro considered adding 
signs near the escalators tell- 
ing riders to stand on the right and 
walk on the left? 

A Metro has had signs with that 
message in the past — most 
recently the “Safety Dots,” which 
were removed in January after 
their adhesive broke down. But 
Metro is now sticking with the 
guidance of the Elevator Escala- 
tor Safety Foundation, said Fred 
Goodine, Metro’s assistant gen- 
eral manager for system safety 
and risk protection: Riders should 
stand to the right, face forward 
and hang on to the handrail. 


The practice of walking (and 
running) on the left on the sys- 
tem’s 572 escalators is as ubiqui- 
tous as jaywalking, Goodine said. 
So Metro’s focus now is to keep 
others — mainly children and the 
elderly — out of harm’s way. 

Most accidents that happen on 
escalators are caused by passen- 
gers, not electrical or mechanical 
failure, he said, and those top the 
list of station-related accidents.

Rail Stations Implement 
Federal Security Rules 


WASHINGTON I Rail systems are 
under new rules that took effect 
Sunday and were issued by 
the Department of Homeland 
Security. 

Rail systems now need to comply 
with requirements that range from 
changing trash cans to using canine 
explosives detection teams. 

At certain locations, rail operators 
will be required to remove trash bins, 
except clear plastic or bomb-resis- 
tant trash containers. When needed, 
officials said canine explosive teams 
maybe used to screen passenger bag- 
gage, terminals and trains. Passengers 
and employees also will be asked to 


report unattended items or suspi- 
cious behavior. 

The rules affect light rail systems, 
intercity passenger rail systems such 
as Amtrak, commuter rail operations 
such as the Maryland Rail Commuter, 
as well subway systems. 

The directives will be adminis- 
tered by the Transportation Security 
Administration. 

Officials said the new rules are 
the latest in a series of initiatives the 
DHS, DepartmentofTransportation 
and the industry have put in place to 
strengthen rail security, and some 
railways already meet the require- 
ments. (AP)

Dogged Determination 


Snoop Dogg’s seen plenty of success, and he’s not about to stop now 


PERSONALITY I Having established 
himself as the godfather of West 
Coast rappers, Snoop Dogg wants to 
join the ranks of A-list movie actors. 

“I’ve always been good at taking 
things one step at a time,” says the 
32 -year- old performer in his typi- 
cally quiet and serious way. “I want 
to do action movies — James Bond 
kind of characters. When I started 
as a rapper with Dr. Dre, my thing 
was to be the dopest rapper in the 
world. And once I mastered that, 
it was to become the best business 
guy in the world. Now I’ve mastered 
both, and I’m trying to master this 
acting thing the way that I did the 
music thing.” 

Some might dismiss Snoop 
Dogg’s declaration as rapper brag- 
gadocio, but he’s serious. He’s already 
appeared in more than a dozen films 
where he’s either played himself or an 
extension of his public persona. Most 
recently, he infused his brand of cool 
into the character of Huggy Bear in 
the comedy spoof “Starsky & Hutch.” 

He views his supporting roles 
as a way of paying his dues and 
predicts he soon will be starring 
in movies. On the small screen, 
he hosted MTV’s “Doggie Fizzle 
Televizzle,” made guest spots on 
TV shows and recently hosted 
“Saturday Night Live.” 

In his newest film, “Soul Plane,” 
an R-rated send-up of the 1980 
comedy “Airplane!” (itself a spoof

of the “Airport” disaster movies), he 
plays the pilot of the first African- 
American airline, NWA. 

Snoop says he agreed to join the 
ensemble cast of “Soul Plane” as a 
favor to first-time feature director 
Jessy Terrero, with whom he’s previ- 
ously worked on music videos. 

Encouraged by the positive 
response from his fans, Snoop 
thinks he has what it takes to 
become a marquee name. If his 
success in the music industry is any 
indication, Snoop maybe on track. 

He’s working behind the scenes to 
fund a biopic on Miles Davis, with 
himself playing the late jazz musi- 
cian. He says he’s received several 
scripts for consideration and plans to 
learn to play the trumpet for the role. 

He also plans to extend his busi- 
ness base by branching into areas 
beyond entertainment. Following 
the success of boxing legend 
George Foreman, he has licensed 
his name to a line of electric grills. 
He’s already attached himself to 
clothes, action figures and video - 
games as well as custom cell phone 
ringtones and voice messages. 

Of course, he has no intention of 
going completely mainstream. He 
broke into the adult entertainment 
business in 2001, recording adult 
videos to some of his songs for the 
DVD “Doggystyle, Vol. 1.” He fol- 
lowed with his own installment of 
the “Girls Gone Wild” series, “Girls

A Gentler Alanis 


MUSIC I “14 years, 30 minutes, 15 
seconds I’ve held this grudge,” sings 
Alanis Morissette on her new disc, 
“So-Called Chaos.” “11 songs, four 
full journals, thoughts of punish- 
ment I’ve expended.” 

Interesting approach. Instead 
of just writing about a roman- 
tic grudge, Morissette is writing 
about writing about a romantic 
grudge. 

The surprise here is that she’s 
writing about finally letting go, 
of trying to forgive her tormentor 
and asking for forgiveness herself. 


Alanis is in love, dating an actor 
(get the feeling he’s a brave man?), 
and those warm feelings permeate 
this disc. 

You pretty much know what 
you’re going to get from Morissette 
by now — a torrent of words, often 
psychobabble, that sound like jour- 
nal entries. With her odd pronuncia- 
tions (“an-gray”) and emphasis on 
unexpected syllables, they’re often 
hard to follow. And a song title like 
“Doth I Protest Too Much” is too 
easy a target. 

What sets Morissette apart is her

ability to write crackling melodies, 
putting those words in a strong pop- 
rock setting. “You Oughta Know” 
worked not only because of its 
sentiment, but because it was a 
great tune.

“Everything” is the first single 
here, but “Eight Easy Steps,” “Knees 
of My Bees” and “Out is Thru” are 
just as hit- worthy. 

She gets bogged down when the 
words overcome the music, as hap- 
pens a few times in the second half 
of “So-Called Chaos.” But in keeping 
this to a relatively compact 10 songs, 
those weaknesses are mini-

Career worries are 
a thing of the past for 
talker Ellen DeGeneres 

TELEVISION! If Ellen DeGeneres is 
carrying heavy baggage these days, 
it’s only because she’s stuffed it with 
Emmys. Crowning a successful first 
season for “The Ellen DeGeneres 
Show,” DeGeneres accepted the best 
talk show trophy at Friday’s Daytime 
Emmy Awards in New York. 

The syndicated series also 
received three Emmys for technical 
achievement, making it this year’s 
most-honored talk show. 

Not bad for a woman who feared 
her career suffered permanent dam- 
age when she came out as a lesbian 
on “Ellen.” All it took was a fam- 
ily-friendly hit movie (“Finding 
Nemo”), an HBO special and the 
daytime show to give DeGeneres 
back what she wanted — humor 
without agenda. 

With her determinedly light- 
hearted show, DeGeneres is getting 


her wish. It’s one of the handful of 
new daytime talk shows to score 
with audiences in the past decade. 

Since fall 1995, television exec- 
utives have launched 38 Monday- 
through-Friday talk shows in 


daytime, said Jim Paratore, presi- 
dent of Warner Bros. Telepictures 
Productions, which is producing 
DeGeneres’ show. 

Only “The Rosie O’Donnell 
Show” and “Dr. Phil” were hits, 


Paratore said. Now he figures 
“The Ellen DeGeneres Show” can 
be added to the list. 

It launched a year ago in TV 
markets covering 90 percent of 
the country, including NBC owned- 
and- operated stations, and wraps 
its first season Friday, although a 
few unaired shows will be scattered 
among the summer reruns. 

In 1997, she and her sitcom char- 
acter came out as lesbian on “Ellen.” 
Before “Will & Grace,” before “Queer 
as Folk,” before “Queer Eye for the 
Straight Guy,” it fell to DeGeneres to 
serve as the TV focus for the issues 
of gay visibility and acceptability. 

The sitcom lasted just one sea- 
son more after a drop in ratings, and 
DeGeneres found her career in a 
slump. She tried resurrecting it with 
another sitcom, “The Ellen Show” 
in 2001, but it was short-lived. 

Then came her endearing voice 
performance in 2003’s “Finding 
Nemo,” as a forgetful fish named 
Dory, and an HBO standup spe- 
cial in which she pointedly avoid- 
ed politics. 

Despite the career rough patch, 
she “wouldn’t change one single thing 
that happened,” DeGeneres said. 

“I feel like the success is even 
sweeter. ... I can relax, and not have 
any secrets.” lynn elber (ap)

Cannes Wants Moore 


F l L M I “Fahrenheit 9/11” put Michael 
Moore’s politics at center stage at 
the Cannes Film Festival. And there 
they stayed, right up to the closing 
act, when he accepted the top prize. 

The message of Moore’s film — 
that White House foreign policy since 
the Sept. 11 attacks has been disas- 
trous — generated so much sympa- 
thy here that jury president Quentin 
Tarantino worried Moore might 
misinterpret the jury’s intentions. 


“When I was on stage with 
Michael Moore, I knew all this poli- 
tics crap would be brought up,” the 
“Kill Bill” director said Sunday, a 
day after awarding Moore the Palme 
d’Or, the festival’s highest honor. 

So “I just whispered in his ear 
and said, 1 just want you to know it 
was not because of the politics that 
you won this award,”’ Tarantino said. 
“‘You won it because we thought it 
was the best film that we saw.’” 


The whispered exchange 
between the two Academy Award 
winners underlined how much 
effect Moore’s politics had on this 
festival. 

“Fahrenheit 9/H” accuses the 
Bush camp of stealing the 2000 
election, overlooking terrorism 
warnings before Sept. 11 and 
fanning fears of more attacks to 
secure Americans’ support for the 
Iraq war. 

Moore’s assault on U.S. policy got 
him into trouble with Disney, which 
refused to let subsidiary Miramax

release “Fahrenheit 9/H” 

He is still trying to work out a 
deal for U.S. distribution but thinks 
the win at Cannes will guarantee 
him an American audience.

EVERYBODY LOVES A RIVALRY 
EVERYBODY LOVES RAYMOND (9 p.m., CBS) 
ends its eighth season with an episode 
that may be remembered as one of the 
best of the year, if notthe series. While 
waiting overnight for a highly coveted 
tee-timeat Long Island’s most famous 
public golf course, Ray and Robert get 


into an argument over who will take care 
of Marie once Frank expires. The scene 
is shot with a single camera, showing 
justthetwo Barone boys in Ray’s mini- 
van, as they hash out a lifetime of resent- 
ment. The humor ranges from the pro- 
found to the pathetic to the downright 
infantile, often all at the same time. 
Nowthat Frasierand Niles haveentered 
rerun Valhalla, Ray and Robert assume 
the responsibility of primetime’s silli- 
est sibling rivalry. Fans of “Raymond” 
and good TV comedy should not miss 
this. 

UNHAPPY ENDINGS 

Popular dramas like “CSI” and “Six Feet 
Under” have made mortuary science a 
topic of water-cooler conversation. But 
these shows are a day atthe beach com- 
pared to the grimly fascinating docu- 
mentary A CERTAIN KIND OF DEATH (9 p.m., 
Sundance). Understated, respectful 
and shocking in its probing, graphic 
inquisitiveness, “Death” ponders that 


saddest of questions: what happens 
to the remains of people without fam- 
ily or friends? Be forewarned: “Death” 
contains graphic and stomach-churn- 
ing photos of dead and decomposing 
bodies, and I’m not sure what they add 
to the film.

Since 1991, American Express 
has offered a paid sabbatical of up 
to six months to 10 -year veterans 
to volunteer in their communi- 
ties, doing work that has included 
counseling at a hospital or hospice, 
teaching at a local high school or 
college and serving meals in a home- 
less shelter. 

Citizens Bank has offered three 
months of paid leave to an average 
of seven employees each year for 
the last decade to do “hands-on” 
public service. 

The possibility that some appli- 
cants might view paid leave as a dry 
run for a career change is “a reason 
a lot of companies have decided not 
to do this,” said Joe Cahalan, Xerox 
Foundation’s longtime overseer.

may have dreams of becoming a 
movie star some day, but this week 
she returns to what she does best:

“Tennis is my first love,” Williams 
said on the eve of the French Open.

Would you give us some insight 
into the decision-making that went 
into making this new information 
available to the public?

This is the first time that we are 
reporting the words of the detainees 
themselves (from statements they 
have made to American investiga- 
tors) about what was done to them 
and who did it. These statements 
show even more extensive and 
repulsive kinds of abuse than we 
had previously reported. 

I understand there are more photos 
and videos that were not released. 
Will we see those soon? 

We now have scores of photos 
of abuses in the prison and more 
video. But we are going to publish 
only those images that give readers 
essential information. Many of the 
images are so shocking and in such 
bad taste, especially the extensive 
nudity, that they are not publish- 
able in our newspaper or on our 
Web site. 

How do you address critics who 
contend the publication of these 
pictures only adds fuel to our ene- 
mies and the insurgency? 

We never know what really moti- 
vates our enemies. After all, noth- 
ing like this was published before 
the 9/11 attacks. It is important, 
however, that the American peo- 
ple be fully informed about how 
their government and military are 
behaving because, in our constitu- 
tional democracy, the government 
and military are answerable to the 
American people.
